Milk Price Boost 
Awaits OPA Action 


Harrisburg, Jan. 16 (AP)—Prices 
of fluid milk delivered to doorsteps 
of consumers in seven more Penn­ 
sylvania milk marketing areas will 
increase one cent a quart Feb. I 
unless the OPA declines to permit 
price changes approved by Gover­ 
nor James. 
The Pennsylvania Milk Control 
commission 
announced 
yesterday 
that orders for the areas had been 
issued, boosting prices in five areas 
from 14 to 15 cents a quart, and in 
two others, from 13 to 14 cents. 
The increased price, the commis­ 
sion stated, Is “practically all passed 
on to the producer, except for an 
allowance for commission on milk 
routes provided in labor contracts,’’ 
adding that the price changes were 
designed primarily to maintain the 
necessary supply of milk "that will 
be so vitally needed.” 
The new prices, the order ex­ 
plained, are effective Peb. I unless 
superseded by orders from some war 
emergency board, the OPA being 
requested to take prompt action to 
permit the changes. 
Areas in which retail milk prices 
for home delivery were raised to 15 
cents a quart are; One-A, Phila­ 
delphia suburban; nine, Johnstown- 
Altoona; 13, Williamsport, Sayre- 
Athens; 14, Lancaster; 15, Reading- 
Berks and to 14 cents a quart; cen­ 
tral marketing area IO, and state­ 
wide area ll.

One war 
unit of production is the number 
of crop acres of the number of live­ 
stock that require approximately the 
same amount of labor, exclusive of 
seasonal peak labor periods, as is 
necessary to keep one cow. 
He and Senator Thomas (D-Okla) 
and other members of the Senate 
Agriculture committee agreed that 
higher farm prices, a return of farm 
labor 
already 
drafted 
into 
the 
armed forces, greater priorities on 
farm machinery and inclusion of 
labor costs in a new parity stand­ 
ard also is needed to meet food 
production goals.

APPEAL DENIED 
IN DIVORCE CASE 


Four Arrested In 
Naval Depot Probe 


Harrisburg, Jan. 16 (AP)—Federal 
authorities were expected today to 
make additional arrests of civilians 
indicted by a Federal Grand Jury in 
connection with the construction of 
the $40,000,000 Mechanicsburg Naval 
depot. 
Four of the nine persons under 
indictment’on various charges were 
arrested last night by Deputy U. S. 
Marshal William L. Capello. who 
took them before U. S. Commissioner 
William S. Middleton, appointed to 
office since the inquiry began. They 
placed bail. 
Those arrested, the charges and 
the bail follow:

Two m onths later he came 
back to complain th a t the engine 
was knocking badly.

ture and he continued using oil 
in the gas. 
Penalty for this was 
a carbon removal Job. 
Then he started com plaining of 
lower oil mileage which is norm al 
after carbon removal. Again he was 
told th a t the job needed time in 
which to "take." 
W hen a little 
carbon 
forms around 
the piston 
tops again the oil mileage will be 
normal. 
Perfect For Light OII 
W artim e 
motoring 
restrictions 
are calling for all kinds of ad ju st­ 
m ents in our way of m otor life. 
Latest is the need for using very 
light 
engine oil. 
We’ve 
always 
known th a t if oil is very light the 
engine will start as easily in win­ 
ter as in summer, but we've also 
hesitated to go too far with the 
idea 
because such 
oil 
naturally 
burns off more freely at high speed. 
Now we don’t have this latter con­ 
dition to contend with. 
Most driv­ 
ing Is done right around home with 
tile engine never warming enough 
to break down winter oil. 
You can 
use break-in oils effectively to in ­ 
sure maximum lubrication of bear­ 
ings and cylinder walls 
in cold 
weather. 
Since short runs gum up 
the engine any oil additives that* 
will help offset such gumming will 
be effective. 
It looks as if we have 
a real opportunity this winter to 
prove the real worth of light lubri­ 
cation. 
"Tills is the time of year when 
it pays to check the oil level be­ 
fore you start up the engine in the 
morning. 
Yes. I know it seems 
foolish to check oil where you’re 
not going anywhere in particular 
and when you haven’t used more 
than a ration coupon of gas all 
week: 
But if you check the level 
you may be surprised to find it is 
above the full mark. 
This m eans 
either of two things, and some­ 
times both. 
Dilution from exces­ 
sive choking and cold engine oper­ 
ation is one. 
W ater in the oil is 
the other. 
The latter is especially 
risky if it involves leakage of cool­ 


an t through Hie cylinder head gas­ 
ket, 
Some water may simply be 
from condensation.” 
Cut Down the I,ag 
Many drivers who realize It Is 
a m atter of efficiency to get through 
the gears quickly confuse the issue 
and m ake the serious m istake of 
lacing through the gears. 
T hus, 
they 
accelerate 
too 
freely 
and | 
build up speed which cannot lie 1 
utilized to good advantage. 
Tine 
trick is merely to get from one' 
gear to 
another w ithout 
delay. I 
T hat's quite 
a different m atter. 
One is wasteful; the other highly 
efficient. 
W hat you w ant to do is 
avoid the error of lasing momentum 
between shifts. 
It is ju st a m atter f 
of speeding up your operation of 
the clutch and gear shift lever. 
If you make a good job of this 
it Is possible to go from low to 
high efficiently. 
Keep These In Mind. 
If your car is equipped with any I 
kind of vacuum booster device to 
operate the clutch or the gear shift 
be sure to look for the filter over j 
its air intake and keep it clean. 
Tills will be a wire mesh affair 
like tile car's regular air cleaner. 
but smaller. 
One of the little known 
hard 
working parts of the car is the re­ 
turn spring on the accelerator. 
It 
is almost constantly In action when 
the car is driven. 
Should it fail, 
the engine will race widely until 
switched off, and you'll have trou­ 
ble making a m akeshift arrange­ 
m ent to close Hie throttle. 
If the 
car is fairly new carry an extra 
spring for good luck. 
If old, bet­ 
ter Install the new one now. 
The Remedy Worked 
A very good friend of tills column 
has reported th a t a simple remedy 
for hard gear shifting has worked 
out in good style. 
He first com­ 
plained of difficulty 
getting 
Into 
low and second. 
High w asn't so 
bad. 
On the surface this looked 
like a case of trouble 
with the 
shift lock which, working between 
the .shifter rails in the transm is­ 
sion. keep. the gears In mesh. 
Bc- 
fare going to such trouble, however, 
I urged the owner to drain off the 
gears, put in some gum solvent 
lubricant and drive the car around 
the block carefully, shifting sev­ 
eral time. 
He found th a t the sol­ 
vent drained 
off a 
quantity of 
heavy 
lube which 
should never 
have been in the gears. 
Now all’s 
well. 
Thanks for this help to other 
readers who may be sim ilarly trou­ 
bled. 
Still With Us 
They’re 
not giving 
as 
much 


trouble as formerly, but those small 
wires inside 
the distributor may 
easily break inside their insulation. 
In th a t event the engine may cut 
out altogether, or more likely run 
in fits and starts. 
Breakage Is due 
to the action of the vacuum spark 
control which causes constant flex­ 
ing of 
the wire. 
I have 
seen 
many cases where failure to start 
was due to a broken wire not let­ 
ting current through. 
It’s worth 
while to jiggle the wire In event 
of starting 
trouble 
that 
doesn’t 
yield to the usual remedies. 
Cheek Arid Double Cheek 
Tile new apprentice may mean 
well enough but while lie's learn­ 
ing better keep 
an eye out for 
possible errors. 
Of course he’ll be 
entrusted merely to do the frills 
In service work, but a friend of 
mine can vouch for the fact th a t 
even a frill can lead to a lot of 
trouble when not handled properly. 
On his way home from the serv­ 
ice station 
tills particular owner 
noticed th a t Hie engine got quite I 
hot and th a t a lot of anti-frecze 
went out the overflow. 
T hat night j 
lie studied the instruction book so 
as to be ready 
to take out the 
therm ostat the next morning. Find­ 
ing nothing wrong with this gad­ 
get he put is back into the cylin­ 
der head 
and 
started 
filling up 
with w ater only to discover that, 
the drain a t tile 
bottom of the 
radiator had been left open. 
It’s A Motor Question 
Q Please advise 
lf pulling 
Hie 
choke out when tile engine Is stop­ 
ped can flood it when you go to 
start m ain. R. O. B. 
A. Tile engine would not be over­ 
choked if it were not started again 
for an hour or so. 
But choking 
on switching off the engine is bad 
1 practice. 
It increases 
crankcase 
diluent and washes protective oil 
off the cylinder walls. 
Q. I have been advised to re­ 
move the electrolyte from the bat- 
tery of my car when storing it. 
! Or should I store it wet? J. L B 
A. Dry' storage si iou Id be resorted 
! to only when It is planned to re­ 
build the battery before using It 
again. 
If the battery Is in good 
i condition simply store It wet, but 
be sure th at it is checked periodi­ 
cally and given a charge as need­ 
ed. 
A battery service station Is 
I the most logical 
place for such 
storage. 
Q. Is it entirely safe to straighten 
steering gear 
parts by 
heating 
them ? D. N. 
A. I f s entirely unsafe! Such parts 
should 
be 
"cold 
straightened.” 
Heating them again weakens them . 
Q. I am 
using a 
compression 


gauge in testing the engine of my 
car. 
There seems to be two cylin­ 
ders with low compression.

valves may be leaking but I am not 
sure.

Harrisburg, Jan. 16 (AP)—A m ajor 
adjustm ent 
in 
Pennsylvania high 
school adm inistrative planning to­ 
day was in prospect to meet the 
wartime physical education program 
envisioned by the U. S. Office of 
Education. 
Dr. Francis B. Haas, superintend­ 
ent of Public Instruction, declared 
yesterday th at under the program a 
minimum of five hours a week of 
high school study time will have 
to be devoted to physical training 
compared with the pre-w ar two or 
three hours weekly.
